Execution Was Ut lawful Retaliation 
Rn'lier I lian Justiliable Act 
of War. 


Manila. May 26. 
The offi< dal find­ 
ings of the courtmartial which tried 
Majdr L. W. T. Waller and Lieutenant 
John A Day oi the marine corps tor 
executing native s on the bland of >a 
mar without trial, have been made 
public. 
The reviewing authority of 
tho court. Genet a1 AJna R < ’huffce, 
commauder-ln-t hit-f of the American 
forces in the Philippines, ha* express­ 
ed disapproval of the court’s findings 
in both cases. 
Referring to the rase of Major Wal­ 
ler 
the 
reviewing 
authority 
says 
“The sending of the natives in ques­ 
tion to their death partook more of 
unlawful retaliation than a justifiable 
act of war. In Justice to the American 
military service the findings of ac­ 
quittal demand that they shall not 
meet with unqualified approval. 
“The marines in Samar underwent 
great suffering before 
their rescue, 
and their oft- era from their sick beds. 
robed the revengeful ang^r of the 
men, who telephoned to Major Waller 
advising that the stevedores be killed. 
Major Waller received this message 
while he was sick, prostrate from a 
fever, suffering a ut*- pain of body due 
to exposure, an'1 his exertions in be­ 
half of his men and mental anguish 
concerning their fate. which had long 
been In doubt 
Major Wailer was at 
the time in telephonic communication 
with Genera] Smith who commanded 
the American forces in Samar, but h** 
deliberately chose not to consult Gen­ 
eral Smith regarding his contemplated 
action, and rather than forego the 
execution of his unr. strained will, he 
assumed the power the laws of war 
and the customs of the service confer 
upon commanding officers only In time 
of war 
’■Giving heed to the mental attitude 
of Major Waller, as much of the find­ 
ings of the court as are to the effect 
that Major Wailer it not guilty of 
murder are approved. 
But the review­ 
ing authority is at a loss to under- 
atand 
why the court did not find 
against Major Waller In the minor 
offense, 
with the exception noted 
the a< quittal as It appears in the rec­ 
ord of the proceedings is disapproved ” 
Referring to the case of Lieutenant 
Day. the reviewing authority says 
'T he accused 
knew that for three 
w*-<*ks Major Waller had undergone a 
test of his mental and physical * ndur 
ar,ce such as few men are called upon 
to Huffer. 
■'While fully conceding the grave 
responsibility assumed by a subordi 
nut** offii **r in willfully disobeying an 
order of bls commanding officer, still, 
the weighty reason related with which 
Lieutenant 
Day was acquainted, so j

It is a popular joke to say that there 
at*- but six horses in Venice, four over 
tile portico of st. Mark’s cathedral and 
two bronze animals * f heroic size, one 
bestrode by Vieior Emmanuel and the 
other bv General Pol leone. But this is 
a 
mistake. 
There 
are 
four 
other 
horses, ii Lo of bronze, In the Church 
of St. John and St. Paul, aud quite a 
number * f plaster and marble in the 
different public buildings, making alto­ 
gether ut toast fifteen or sixteen. Rus­ 
kin ti mi other competent critics have 
declared the statue of Colleoue to be 
the best equestrian monument ever 
cast In bronze. 
It was designed and 
east by Andrea Verrocchio, painter, 
sculptor, jeweler, engraver, poet and 
musician, n man of infinite genius, 
whose greatest fame lies in the fact 
that in* was Hie instructor of the great­ 
est artists of nil centuries—Michael 
Angelo, Raphael and Leonardo da Vin­ 
ci. The statue of Victor Emmanuel is 
not so highly thought of. 
The horses on the top of St. Mark’s 
are famous aud have had a trying ex­ 
perience. They date back to the pre­ 
historic age and are supposed to be the 
work of it Greek artist named Lysslp- 
pus and designed for a sculptured char­ 
iot. They were taken to Rome during 
the empire ;iiid first used as ornaments 
upon a triumphal arch erected by Nero 
and afterward by Trajan. 
The Em ­ 
peror Constantine took 
them 
from 
Rome to Constantinople, where the 
Doge Cando! ) seized them as loot and 
brought them to Venice. 
When Napo­ 
leon catered the city in 1797, he laid 
them taken down from the roof of the 
cathedral aud shipped them in wagons 
over the Alp* to Paris. 
They served 
as ornaments upon the triumphal arch 
in the Place du Carrousel till 1815, 
when Emperor Francis I. of Austria 
redeemed them, and they were replac­ 
ed, at his expense, where they now 
stand. 
These ponderous animals are 
of pure copper, ami each weighs about 
two tons. They were formerly gilded, 
but the gold has been worn off by the 
weather, and the verdigris which has 
accumulated upon the copper gives 
them a rich green tint.—William E. Cur­ 
tis rn Chicag 1 Herald.

Florence Multi inutile'* Heal Name, 
The fact is but little known thnt the 
family name of Florence Nightingale 
was not originally Nightingale, but 
Shore. Her father was a rich Sheffield 
banker of the name of Shore aud con­ 
nected with an old family which had 
been in possession of land in the coun­ 
ties of Derby and York since the fif 
teenth century. Mr. Shore assumed tile 
name of Nightingale long after the 
birth of Iris children aud because he in­ 
herited the fortune and estates of his 
mother’s uncle. There were but two 
children in the family, both girls. Tile 
eldest was named 
Parthenosse, be­ 
cause she was Im,rn in Athens, jind this 
name was supposed to indicate ber fa­ 
ther's profound admiration fur the Par­ 
thenon. 

Florence, was 
also named after tile city of her birth.

Andrew Johnson was the only presi­ 
dent of tho United States ever im­ 
peached, and on the trial before the 
senate lie was acquitted, the vote in 
favor of conviction barely falling short 
of the necessary two-fhirds. 
Two resolutions of censure on the 
president have been passed, once by 
the senate and once by the house, on 
occasions when the hostile majority 
wus not large enough either to pass 
measures over the president’s veto or 
to impeach him. 
The first was passed by the senate on 
March 28, 1834, censuring President 
Andrew Jackson for alleged violation 
of the constitution and laws by bis re­ 
moval of the government deposits from 
the United States bank. The majority 
of the senate was opposed to Jackson 
In his war upon that bank, arid this 
vote of censure was the only thing 
they e#uid do about St. 
Jackson pro­ 
tested against this resolution us a 
charge to answer which no opportunity 
could be afforded him. 
The senate re­ 
fused to receive the protest. 
Finally, 
on Jan, IC, 1837, the resolution of cen­ 
sure was expuuged from the journal 
of the acuate. 
The second resolution of censure was 
in a report adopted by the house from 
the house committee to which Presi­ 
dent John Tyler’s message vetoing the 
tariff bill cf 1842 uad been referred. 
This report censured the president for 
alleged improper use of the veto power. 
Tyler protested against this, as Jack­ 
son had done before birn, but he had, 
as a member of the senate, voted 
against receiving Jackson’s 
protest, 
and in answer to his protest the house 
sent blin a copy of the senate resolu­ 
tion on the former occasion.
